Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention; 
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In line 5, it is not fully understood what is meant by the term "via hole" in 
the context of the claim language. 

In line 6, "the telescopic rod passing through the telescopic rod" is not 
understood. 

In line 15, "with sliding by mistake" is not fully understood in the context of 
the claim language. What exactly constitutes this limitation? 

In last two lines, it is not fully understood exactly what is meant by an "auto- 
close state" in the context of the claimed language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Luca, US 
Patent 5,832,562. Each of the claim limitations is shown, including elastic 
cylinder 22, rod 25, resisting sheet 43, extension sheet 27, with stopper, and 
resiUent spring 44, The device functions in the claimed manner.
